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DARWIN TULIPS 


The Darwin Tulips are the best known of the late, long stemmed 

classes of Tulips which are now so popular, other types being the Breed- 
ers and Cottage Tulips. So much crossing of these types has taken place 
that it is sometimes difficult to determine just to whicn class a late Tulip 
belongs. Darwins are characterized by their particularly strong stems, 
globular flowers and petals of heavy substance. These Tulips are mag- 
nificent for large beds and in groups in borders. A number of varieties 
may be used for late forcing and the best for this purpose are: Bartigon, 
City of Haarlem, Frans Hal, Philip Snowden, Princess Elizabeth, Rose 
Copland, William Copland and William Pitt. Figures following names 
denote height in in inches. 
CULTURE. Tulips are easily grown. Plant from October 1st until the 
ground freezes in well-drained soil about 5 inches deep spacing at least 
5 inches apart. They may be lifted as soon as the foliage has dried and 
stored in a dry, cool place until the next planting season arrives. Use a 
well-balanced fertilizer over them after planting.

Single early Tulips usually flower at the end of April. These Tulips 
do not exceed 16 inches and are therefore particularly recommended for 
places exposed to the wind. They may be planted any time from the 
middle of September until the ground freezes; about 3 inches deep and 
4 or 5 inches apart. 


Since early Tulips are used in great quantities for forcing, the bulbs 
should be potted immediately on receipt and treated the same way as 
hyacinths. Tulip bulbs want at least three months for a good root de- 
velopment before they can stand a forcing temperature.

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CROCUS 


Crocuses are in great demand due to their early flowering habit. 
They are hardy and can remain undisturbed for years. The bulbs must 
be planted immediately on arrival, either in the garden or in pots 
Crocuses are often planted in lawns, but the grass should not be cut 
oefore the Crocus leaves are entirely withered. If cut too early, the 
bulbs will not flower a second year. 

For pot culture, the Crocuses must be planted in pots in a good sandy 
loam. These pots can be placed in the garden, then the whole pot must 
be covered with 3 or 4 inches of soil. This place must retain sufficient 
moisture as the bulbs want a lot of water for good root development. 
The pots are usually brought into the house when severe frost threatens, 
usually about the middle of November and then kept in a cool dark cel- 
lar. Many amateurs follow the habit of keeping the pots in a dark 
cellar from the start until they are ready for the light. Crocuses want 
a lot of water during the time of root formation, and pots should be in- 
spected weekly to see that the soil has not become dry. It is very im- 
portant that the pots are standing in a really cool place in order to de- 
velop good roots. By the middle of February, the pots can be brought 
into the living-room, still better in a cold or slightly heated room. 

Crocuses cannot stand artificial heat and should be grown as cool 
as possible. When the temperature is too high, the bulbs will make 
many leaves, but one will find the buds are going blind. }
